Ma» not gentle Readers, nor bee not moued, that Ihaue 
rathly attempted to ſet vpon the reſidue of Virgil, after Af. 
Phaer, The manifold eampłes that commonly are alled - 
ged, to deterre men from finiſhing ſuch works as haue bin left yn- 
perfect by notable Artificers in all ſciences, could not make mee 
afraid: ho heit perchance they may be laid in my diſh, Tknow 
there be many yong Gentlemen, and others, whole gifts this way, 
ſo much excelleth my poore abilitie: that tnere is no compariſon 


beteweene them. But peraduenture either they lacke good will, 


whicttT atſure you aboundeth in me for my ſimpleslcul, ot elſe 
leaſure, whereof I haue more at this preſent then I would gladly 


wiſhꝛor elſe they pinch curteſie lilce women, and one looketh yp- 


on an other who ſhall begin. But I, who haue beene brought vp 
in the Vnĩuerſitie, and meetly trained in other places, haue lear- 
ned it to bee good maners to be doing with that which is before 
me. Wherein though I be vobrtidedofforne for ouer raſh ſauci- 
neſle, what remedie?I truſt I haue attained to the Poets meaning, 
though my verſe be farre from ſineneſſe. And I know that it is an 
caligtmwatier ta fiade Aujraithall then to mend it. For in other 


Poems & ditties of pleaſure, it it of leſſe difficulty to bring a mans 


owne ſenſe to his ownrime, then in this kind oftranſlation to en- 
force his rĩme to the neceſſity of an other mans meaning. Which 
they cannot well iudge of, that neuer came where it grew. And 
whereas there is now made an acceſs ion of Aanbæu xitj, Booke, 
for rhat the Actour iudged Virgil conceit not to bee perfected in 
the former xij. I haue not done it vpon occaſion of any dreame, at 
Su Dergia did in Scottiſh, but moued with the worthineſſe 
ofthe worke,and the neerenes ofthe argument, verſe and ſtile va- 
to Yirgi/, herein, as Iiudge, the writer hath declared himſelfe an 
happy imitator... Craviagher my yhodweanis and trauell, but 
onely frienſty aceeptance, whereby yeſhaltbinde me as occaſion 
ſhall bee offer to attempt greater matters, as well for profite a 
pleaſure, if God prolong my daics with happy ſueceſſe. And to 
the end yce may bee allared where my poore tranſlation enſuet 
A. Pbaers, I haue cauſed the Printer to ſet this note in the mar- 
gine, within a few leaues after the beginning of the tenth book, 
whereof I thought it good not to leaue thee vaadmonithed.

things fo dilcerne the diſpoſition of the parents, thꝛougb ſkillor Ma- 
thematicks and Philolaphie , but in men it is not poſſible. Powveit 
J am abls ts giue ſome pꝛobabls iudgement, what trade oflite thy fa- 
ther cxerciſed, To this Auguſtus gave diligent care what hee would 
lap. Then Virgil, ſo far as Jcan pereeine(quoth he) thou art a bakers 
fon , The Cmperoor thereat was aſſonied , and mervailed much in 
tis minde how that could come lo paſſe. Marie then (quot Virg ih) J 
wil tel yon why J iudge ſo. Uhen as A fozciold certain things, which 
could neyther be knowne noz vaderſiod, but by ſuch as be very well 
learned. thou that art the Pzince of allthe wo2ld,commandedſl that J 
ſhould hane a certein of bzead giuen me foz a reward, whichis the vis 
either of bakers, oz elſe of (ach as are bakers childzen. Mhis mery ieſt, 
pleaſed the Emperour wel, but henceiozth(queth he)thou ſhalt not be 
rewarded by a baker, hut by a moſt valiant P2zince:andeſtemed him 
much and commended him to Pollio. Ve was of bodp x ſtature big. 
of colour tawnie, hard fausared, ſickly :\o2 hee was many times grie 
ned with pain in the ſtomack, iawes e head, and ſometimes he did ſpet 
blo, ie frequented but little the vie of dainfy meates t wine Dome 
repozt,that he was pꝛone fs detiſtable ſinne:but the better (0zt ſuppoſe 
rather that be loued them as Socrates loned Alctbiades , and Plato 
alſo, Aboue the reſt, he loued moſt Ce betes and Alexander,whem in 
the ſecond Eglogue of his Bucolicks he termeth Alexis, giuen vnto 
him by Aſinius Pollio.WWhen they came vnto him they were neither 
of them vnlearned : foz Alexander was a god Grammarian, and 
Cebetcs a Poet, Som liketnile affirme, that he had all company with 
Plotia Hieria : but Aſconius Pedjanus ſaith, that hee was wont to 
declare fo ſome ant is it men, that indtede he was requeſted by Vari- 
us iopntly to kepe her, howbeit he carne ſtiy retuled io to doe. n allo - 
ther reſpects, hee was ol life, language, and converſation ſo vp;ight, 
that th20gh all Nep. he was ca led io xmonly Virginitie. Aud when, 
haply hee was ſeene at Rome, (Whithcr as he came veric ſeltome) ga- 
ing abꝛoad in the open ſtrectes, ii any followed oz noted him, he would 
turne afids into the next houſe. When Auguſſqys offered him the 
gods ot one that was baniſhed, hes btterly refuled them. De was 
wozth in ſubſtanes an hundzed Seſtertia, which were g inen him 
though the liberali(y of his friends , and hee had a houſe in Rome, in 
a place called Aquila, nere to Mecocnacs Gardapnes , althongy 

bee was accuſiomed much to withdzaw - himlelfe into 2

$:ci/, Mhatloeuer he requelted of Auguſſus:hee neuer had deniall 
hereof, Euerp pere he ſent moup abundantly to ſuccour his parents, 
vhich died when her was of lawſul peares, bis father being blinde 
„eu hee died: g his two bzetbzen the one ſurnamed Silo, died while 
he was a childe, and Flacchus when he was come to manſtate,whoſe 
beath he bewaileth vnder the name ef Daphnis. Among other ſtudies 
(as J haue laid vefoze)he chieſty applied himſelte to Phioke and Ada- 
rhematiches, HDeentucr picade at barre moze then one cauſe and that 
but once, tuhom Meliſlus repozteth to haue bin very flow of tongue, x 
as thogy he wert alfogither valearned:whe he firſt began Poetry, he 
made this Diſthic,oz theſe two verſes vpan one Baliſta a ſcholemai- 

er that fozrepo2t ot theenery was couered with an heape of ſtones. 

Vander this huge hill of ſtones Bahia tombde doth lie, 
Waifarer ſafe both night & day thy iourney now maiſt hie. 
After this he wzote Moretum, Priapus, EpigrammesDirz,qCu- 
lex, when bs was pet but fifteene peare lo, the Argument whereof is 
this, A ſhephcard wearted with heate, and fleeping vader a tree, when 
a Scrpent was comming faſt towards him, there came a Gnat ſiying 
out of rhe Fenne nezreby,and lighted on the ſhepheards fozehead be 
twznc his temples, and thereflunghim. Then hee lifting vppe his 
hands craſhed the Graf, and when he eſpied the Serpent, killed him 
allo, and made a tombe foz that Gnat with this ſuperſcription. 
Thou little Gnar,the ſhepheard for thy due detert tobe, 
This bor iall for loſſe of life, here yeeldeth vnto thee. 

Me wꝛote Ætna alſo, whereot ſome men doubt. But ſho2tly after, 
when w2e had begun Romane matters, mifliking the ſharpneſſe, and 
roughaclle both oft38 argument, and names, he tel to the Bucolikes, 
bat cheſtp to celebꝛate the name of A ſinius Pollio, Alphenus Va- 
rns, and Cornelius Gallus, betauſe that in the dinifton of land beyond 
Pad: ,amongtt the old ſouldiers after the conqut ſt that Ph imp made, 
at the tommandement ofthe Triomuiri, oz the thee conipiratoꝛs the 
dad laued him harmlc ſle. Afterward he wave his wozke called Geor- 
gica: in the honoz ab Mec ocnas, by whoſe meanes, when bee was pet 
ſcarte knowue vnto him, bee was oflifieb againft the oſde ſeuldiers of 
Claudius, oz rather as ſome ſappoſe,zcainlt the violence of Arius the 
Centurian, by whom t that hurijborip abont ditt ing of lands bo 
was very neare (ine, Laſt of all, bee toke the A cne:dos fp hand, a 
woke ol a dincrie,and manifold ar gement qrcſerwbling bn a manner

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both the workes of Homer. Beſides that,itconteineth indifferently 
both woꝛns and maltcr,as wel Greek e as Laine, and that chate is, 
which hee moſt ende usured it compacbendelh both the oziginal of the 
Ciliect Rome, and Auguſtus the Emperour . When he wzotes the 
Georgjca, if is repozted, how that every niozningde was accuſts- 
med ta wzkte a certeine number of verſes, which he would all the dax 
long ouctloke, and ſo abzidging them, bzing them vnto a very le w, not 
byfitly,ſaying,that hee bꝛeught fozth verſes as the ſemall Weare doth 
ber yeung , bainging them info due faſhion bylicking. The wozks 
called Acneidos, he wavte firft in twelue 3Bakes in pzoſe (as ſome 
thinke)and afterward digeſted it into verſe, And otherſcme iudge that 
it hee hadlined longer, her would haue lengthened if vnto twenty fours 
bokes, cuen vnto the time of Auguſtus, and would haue touched ma 
ny other things therein , and wifh great diligence haue ſet fozth Au · 
guſt us time, ſince that in wziting, le& hee ſhould bee vainely troubled 
with anything, der left ſome things imperfect, And ſome things hee 
wꝛote in very ſlender verſe, which (as her was wont to ieaſt) her ſaide 
be put in fo2 Jeaſters and Minſtrels, to holde vp the wozke, vntil the 
ſound pillars were lrame d. e abſelued his Bucolicks in thaw peare, 
at Aſinius Pollios requeſt . The ſame at that time ruled the P3o- 
uince beyond Paaus, by whoſe mcancs 4x (ute, whcu the Cremonenles 
and Mantvans lands were diſtributed vnto AvzuRus ancient ſoul- 
diers, vet notwithſtanding Virgil loſt not his. ZZhis Pollio, Virgil 
loned cntirely,q was likewiſe of bim verp wel beivurd again, great- 
| p rewarded, ſoʒ when hee was vpon a lime difircd by him to ſupper, 
and there ſodainly ſurpziſed with the ſingular beauty. end diligence of 
Alexander, Pollios boy:he reeetued bin et gift. Likewtle hee loued 
dearely C. Aſinius, Pollios ſonne and / or-cans Cal ui a noble Oꝛa- 
tout and a ſingular Poet, who trar ſlated Euphorion into Latine, aud 
wꝛote info foure bokes his lone of C13 ther. Tho at the fieſt was in 
god credite with the Emperour Aus uſtus, but aftcrwai d vpon luſpi- 
tion of conſpiracie againſt him, he was llaine. e Whom + ropertius 
ſpeaketh thus: . 

Whillt Gallius in the tents, the enſignes doth defend, 

Pefere the Eagle bloodie ſigne, he fouud his forall end. 

Virgil loned this Gallus ſo well, that the tourt boke of Geor- 
gicks fromthe middle to the end, contained bis pꝛaiſe, which aftcr- 
Wud at Auguſtus commandement de change into the table of Ari- 
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Thelife of Virgil, 
ſtæus. t finiſhed his Georg ies in ſev? yeres at Vaples,and the Ae⸗ 
neidos he made partly in Sicuia partly in Cammene,in eltuen yeres. 
Aud his Bucoiicks hee made with ſo god ſucte ſſe that they were of- 
tentimes ſung openly by Puſitians in plaies.Whe Cicero had heard 
certen of the veries, and by and by th2ough ſharp iudgment perceined 
that they pzoccered trom no common vetne : bee willed that the whole 
Eglogue thouls ve read from the beginning. UWhereto when her had 
attauieo diligenily, in the end he ſaid theſe wozds, Ot nughty eme a 
tecend hope, às though bimſelte were the firſt dope of the Latine 
tongue, and Maro would be the ſecond, which woꝛds alſo he reciti th 
in the Aencidos, The Georg ikes, when Auguſtus returned from 
the Actican victozy, and foz recreation ſake ſoiourned at Area, bee 
reade there vnto him continualiy the ſpace offoure daies: and when 
his bopce failed him at any time, Mecoenas ſupplied his romth in rca- 
ding. Ye pzonounced with meruailous ſwertnes and great delectation, 
Seneca wziteth, that Iulius Montanus the Poet, was wont to ſay, 
that he would take away by fo2ce ſome things (rem Virgil, if he conlo 
ict them fozth with the ſame voyce.comntenance,and ieſture and that 
the (z'f: ſame verlcs ii hee pzonounced them, woulde ſound weil, but 
without him, would bee dzy and dumbe ,- Ol the Aene1dos ſcarte pet 
begun, there was ſezead ſuch a fame,that Sext::s P opertiu: doubted 
not thus to fozetell. 

Gine place you Romen writers all and Greeks g gine place likeu iſe, 
Tcanno: tell what greater vv orkethan I doth a-1le. 

When A vg! (tus - by foꝛtune was eblcnt from the Cantabricl ex- 
peditian, ans partly by requeſting, and pariip by menactag Letters, 
merely requircdof Virv:i that he ſhould ſend to hun it wore but the 
very tule 02 ſome one full ſentence of Acenerdos , f32thole were hig 
woꝛds:he rcfufed ſo to da. To whom pet not long after when the mat - 
fcr was tally perfected, hee tecited the bokes, non. ey the Second, 
tyc Fourth and the Sixt. And that eſpeciallp betauſe of Octꝰuia, who 
being there pꝛeſent at the recitall at thoſe verſes of her fonge, Mat cel- 
las thou ſhalt be: it is repozted the fatated foz tozrow , and when by 
much labour ſhe was reconered againe,ſhe commanded that Virgil 
you'd heue to the value of ſiue pounds fo; euere verſe. Pee read his 
bokes allo to diuers, but not oft , and thoſc places onely whereof he 
fig? in any doubt ,- thereby la heare the ind gement of men. It is 
ſaid that Erotes his letretarie, whom he alſo made free, when he was 
very 
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very aged was wont to repozt, that once in reading ot his wozke be 
made two of his halte verſes dut o hand, and that Miſenus Aoli- 
des added, was better none then he, | 
Likewiſe vnto this verſe, In kindling men with noy ſe, with like 
beate he adiopned, And fighting fields to chear withybrafle, g that 
he was commanded ffraitwales to wꝛite t hole two addiſions ſo in the 
wozke, Pe peruſed both his Bucolikes and Georgickes, And when 
he was 52. yeares old. to the intent to finiſh the Acneidos,be was 
determined to withdzaw him ſelſe info Grece, 4/74, and there to em- 
ploy whole ther yeares in cozreding and peruſing, that he might be- 
ffow all the refidue of his life onely in the Nady of Philoſophie. But 
when he was in his tourney, and met with Auguſtus at Athen whe 
was returning fozth of the Eaſt Countries towards Rome: he purpo⸗ 
ſed fo goe homeagaine with him. And tranelling to Ae gara, a tuwne 
nigh 4-ben:,only fo ſe it, toe there a ſicknefle, which continual tra- 
naile on (ea angmented, and encreaſing moze and moꝛe batil he came 
fo Srurdvſium within few daies after died there, the rrij, day of Sep- 
fencber when Cn. Plautius, and Q. Lucretius were Conſuls. And 
when he felt himſcife moztally aſſaulted with the maladp, de called of.. 
ten, and very earneſtly fo; his deſke, that hee might burne the Acnei- 
dos, Which being denied him he willed notwithKanding by his laſt 
teſtament that it ſhould be burned, as a wozke both faulty and vnper⸗ 
fect, But Tuccaand Varrus told him, that Auguſtus would in no 
wiſe ſuffer that. Mhere vpon he begueathed the ſame wozke, and his 
other wzitings vnto Varrus Tucca, vpon this condition, that thep 
ſhould ſet fozth nothing bat that which ber would baue let fozth , am 
ſuch verſes as were dnperfea,they ſhald ſo le aue them Ye willed alle 
that his bones ſhould be bozne fo Vp , whereas be had lined long 
time, and merily. Mis bones therefoze were travſlated ts Nepze: at 
Auguſtus commandement, as he appointed, and were buricd in the 
way to Puteoli, at the ſecond tone, and vpon his Tombe was wzit- 
ten this Dilthic , which he made himſelle. 
Me Manna bred, Calabres tooke, Parthenop novadoth hold, 
Otpaſtures I haue ſung,of fiilds likewiſe of Captaines bole. 
Be made heires of halte his gods, Valerius Pruculus his halfe b29- 
ther by another father, and ol the fourth part, Auguſtus, uf the (welfe 
part, Mecocnas,ofal the remainder, L. Varrus,q Plocius Tucca, ho 
after his deceale, as he requeſted, at Cæſars commandement * 
23 t 
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the Acncidos, F02no man judged the Aeneĩdos wozthy fo be bur- 
ned, whertot tele verſes of Suſpitius the (ar theginiex are extant, 
hele verſes in flaming fires command for to beflung 
Dir gilus did, wherein the deedes of Trees Duke he wo. 
But Twccanilles,and Farru eke, thou Ceſardoolt forbid, 
And Lame {tories to preſerue, dooſt better meanes prouide. 
Vnhappy Pergame twiſe in duble fier welnigh was roſt, 
And roy by ſecond flame to ſmoking duſt was broght almoſt. 
CTdere remaine alſo many noble verſes made by Auguſtus vpon 
the ſame matter, whole beginning is this. 
And ſhall a wicked word ſo vile a deedin finallvoyce 
Command?and ſhal it into fier be thrownegtis there no choyce? 
And ſhall the noble Aeſe of learned founding Aars die? 
Andlſho2tly after. ; 
But faith of lawes muſt needes be kept, and whatlaſt Will doth 


ſay, . 
* it doth command be done, ihat needs e muſt ebay. 
N ay, rather let the facred force oflawes be broken quight, 
Then that ſa many trauells great ſuſtaind by day and night 
One day ſhould quite conſume. And as thereafter ſglloweth. 

- Wherefoze Varrus at Auguſtus commandement did (et fozth no- 
thing, as Virgil willed he ſhonlo not: but generally peruſed all, leg- 
Ling alſo thoſe verſes as they wert ill vyperfect . Ubich verſes di⸗ 
ners afterward toke in hand to make vp, but they could not fo; the dif- 
ficulty thereof, foz they be all Hemiſtichia, that is to ſay halte verſes, 
beſides this: Whom Trey vntimely bare thee, which ſemeth to tat 
rie with it perfect ſenſe. Niſius the Grammarian ſaid, that he had heard 
of his elders, what Varrus had changed the ozder of two-bokes, and 
that which was then the @econd, des tranſpoled into the third place. 
And that he changed allo the beginning ofthefirft boke, taking thele 
verſcs cleane away: 

J that my ſleader Oten pipe inverſe was wont to ſound 

Ot woods, ad next to that I tought for husbandmen the ground, 

How fruit vnto their greedy luſt they mis ht conſtrain to bring, 

A worke oi thankes:loe now of Mars and bloody warres I ſing. 
Vngil allo amongl other, being one of thepillers ofthe Latine 

fongne, lacked not landerers. Jn this Bucolickes, | aro,but very (@- 

+ kſhiy,mocketh at two Ecloges, and thus he beginneth to fleut, Ie 
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If Tinriu thy Gowne be warme, vnder what beechen ſhade? 
And in the next. 
Whoſe Beaſts are theſe Damztas,tell,is this good Latine ſpeach? 
No, but tis Aegonr,fer ourclownes imcountrey fo doe teach. 
Another alſo when he read this place out of the Georgikes: Eate 
naked,naked ſowe: he added, then cold, and feuer thou ſhalt take. 
There is alis extant a bake made by Carpilius Pictor vnder this 
titie, Cde Aeneidos ſcourge. M. Vipranus laid, that Meccenas had 
ſet v a finder out ofanenill imitation, and that he was neither lofty in 
Mille, noz low, but that h& made that wozke with common vulgare 
wozds. tercnnius ently gathered togither his faults, and Perilius 
Fautlinus, that which he ſtole of others. {here are alſo certaine vo- 
lumes of Quintus Octauius Auitus, inthe which areqbſerued what 
verſes, and from whom he toke them. A ſconius Pedanus in bis Loke 
which he wziteth againſt the landerers of Virgil, ſetteth down a few 
things which were obiected againſt hun, and this ch@fly, that he tied 
not well his hiſtozie togither, and that he bozrowed much of Homer. 
But this kauit(as they lar bes was wont thus to de lend, ſaying, why 
doe not they likewiſs attempt the like theft. But they if they weighed 
it vpzightly , ſhould vnderſtand, that it were an eaſter matter fo pull 
the clubbe out of Hercules hand, then fo take a virſe away from Ho- 
mer, and that notwithſlanding he determined to withd;aw hieſeife 
as time, to amendecucry thing that his ill-willers founde fault 
all. 
Pedianus alſo repozteth,that bee was very conrtcous, and a loner 
ol all god and honeſt men and ſo farre from Enuie, that if ha lawe 
any thing done oz ſpoken learnediy by any, he retopced thereat, none 
otherwiſe than il it were his owne : that hee t iſpꝛ aiſe d no man, pzat- 
ſed god men, and was of io gentle nature : that thcre was no man, 
valeſſe her were ouet ſtabboꝛne and malicious, that not oneip tauou- 
red him, but alſo harttly lowed him. Me ſeemed to hane nothing 
pziuate to b imſelſe. His Libzarie ſtode os readie open to other men 
as to himſeife , and het often times vicdthe (aping of Euripides: All 
things amongſt friendes are common, Mes had alſo the Poets of 
bis time ſo friendly, and beholding vnto him , that although they 
muth ennied one another, pet him they all reverenced , 8s Var- 
rus, Tucca, Horace, Gallus, Propertius . But Anſer , becauſe 
ire foke Ro. part with Autonus, * regard him. Corn; ficius 
4 could 
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ccu'dnot-abide him, ſuch was his froward nature. Vie fo much con- 
temned glezy , that when ſome aicribed to themſclues certaine of his 
verſes, and therefoze were accounted the better learned, he toke it not 
onelp not diſpleaſanilp, but he much reiopced thereat. And making a 
csuple of vetſes conteining the pꝛaiſe and telicity ol uguſtus, which 
were let vpon the gates without name, the verſes werethele, 
All night it raines, the ſighis at morning tide returne againe, 
And Caſar with almighty exe hath match and equal] raigne. 
Foz authour oftheſe verſe, Auguſtus long made inquiry. but tze 
tould not finde him, At length when none came, Bathillus an indiffe - 
rent god Poet, aſcribed them vnto hiaſelſe,and was therefoze encou- 
raged,and rewarded by Cætat, which Virgil not taking well, ſet vp- 
on the ſame gates this beginning foure times: So you, not tor y our 
ſelues . Auguſtus required that thefe verſes ſhould be by ſome fint- 
ſhed,which many allaping in vaine : Virgil thus replied, to the foze- 
waiften Dillhic. 
Theſe verſes I did make, thereof another tooke the praiſe. 
So you not for; oui ſelues, poor birds, your neſts do build in tiees 
So you uot for your ſelues, ye ſheepe, doe beare your tender flees. 
So you not for y our ſelues, you hony gather, litle Bees. (ſquees. 
So you not for you; ſelues, your necks poore beaſts with harrowes 
Which being once knowne:Bathy llus foz a time was all the ieſting 
ſtocke to the whole City of R owe, UWhen on a time he had the wozkes 
of Ennivs in his hand, and being demanded by one what he did with 
them: auſwered, that he gathered gold out er Ennius dung. Foz that 
authour expzefled wozthy ſentences and matter , bnder wozdes not 
of the fineſt, Unfo Auguſtus that demaunded ot him how a Citte 
might beſt be gouerne d: hee anſwerev, if the wiſeſt men did holde the 
helme, and god men were ſet in authozilpouerentil, and ſo that the 
beſt men may Jyaueſtheir due honour, and therſt bee not iniuri- 
ouſly dealt wild all. Then Mecocnas, what thing is it (quoth he) that 
never bzingeth loathlomeneſſe to man: The likeneſſe anſwered Vir- 
gil, o the abundante ot euer ttzing, annopettz va, except of vnderſtan⸗ 
ding. He altzed ufdꝛeouer, how a man might alwaies pꝛeſerue his 
happy and foztunate ſlate? To whom then Maro, ifbꝝ how much hie 
txcell other in bononr andriches: he endenour to excell them in libe- 
ralify and iuſtice. Ye was wont allo to ſaꝝ, that there was nothing 
moze mate noz commodions foz a man than Patience , and that 


there 
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there was no foztune » which by wilely follerating a valiant 
man might not overcome. opinion of his, he hathj txpꝛeſſed in 
the fiſt of the Acncidos, | | | 

O Goddeſſe ſun,where deſtinies draws & driues: let vs go there, 

What euer it is, who conquer fortune will, muſt fortune beare, 

There was familiar with Auguſtus, oi named Filiſtus, an Oza - 
foz, and mertely well learned in Pvettir, and had a pleaſant, atid va- 
riable wit, and bled to carps the ſapings of all men, not to the intent 
thereby to learne the truth (loʒ ſo Socrates was wont to do but ther 
by to appeare the better learned. The lame, wherſoeuer he dad occa- 
fon to miete with Virgil, oz be in his company, vſed to pꝛouoke him 
with repꝛoches, and floutes. WWherfoze, either he departad commonly 
with ſilence, oz elſe with bluſhing held his peace. Then when as in 
pꝛeſente of Auguſtus, he ſaive that Virgil was dumbe, and that il der 
bad a tongue, he could nat delend himſelf: hold thy peace babler quoth 
he) loʒ this faciturnitie of mine, cauſeth Auguſtus and Moccenas,to 
be the patrones of my tauſe, and when J liſt, A will ſpeake with ſuch a 
trumpet, that hall enery Where, and very lang bs heard. And than 
with tby pzatling, doeſt not onely bzeake mens eares, but fballes alle. 
Then the Emperour loked vpon Filiſtus with a fierce conntenance, 
and rebrked him. And Virgil, Cæſar (quoth he) i this man knew a 
time to hold his pcace, he would ldome ſpeake. X02 a man ought al- 
waies fo be ſilent, vntill ſuch time as his filence ſhalleither hurt him · 
ſelfe,oz his talke may pꝛoſit others. 

When Auguſtus had obtained the Empire, he debated with hint. 
ſelſs, whether it were better to refigne vp the Dominion, and commit 
the ſtate fo yearely Conſuls, and the government ofthe Common- 
wealth to the Senate. Jn which caſe bee called to counſell twaine, of 
two ſcuerall opinions, Mccecnas.and Agrippa. Agrippa in long 
diſcourſe ſhewed ,thatalthcogh it were not very detent ſoʒ him to do, 
ret would it be pzofitable, which contrary, Mec ocnas bery much dil. 
ſwaded him from. By occafion wherof, Auguſtus mind was bʒougut 
info great perplexitie, loꝛ their ſundaie opinions, wore confirmed by 
ſundzie reaſons. Mhere ſoze he demaunded of Miro, whether it 
were expedient toz a pꝛinate man to vſurp a gouerument in his Com- 
mon- wealth oz not?; The Vir gil, vnto all(quoth he) that haue viurped 
the fate of their tõmon · wealth, the gouernment hath bin wearilome 
both vato them, and to the 3 that ofneceMitie — | 
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hatred ofthe people,o2 lulpltion growing fo them ot their owne great 
miuſtite: they do liue in much feare, But ifthe Citizens could finde 
any one, whom thep doe loue entirely: it ould be pzofitable ta the 
citie,if he were let in aufhozitic.WWherefoze,if vou do continue to cre- 
cute iuſlice to all wen, without regard of any perſon, as vou haue al- 
readie begun, it ſhall be moſt p;ofitable both foz your ſetts, and all the 
wozld, that vou ruled: foz yon haue ſo much the god will of all men, 
that they honour pon, and repute you fo a Cod. Whole opinion Cz- 
{ar following,retained (ill the Empire. | 

But inte we haue now bztefly ſpoken of the Anthoz, it (meth 
gend we ipe ake of the kinde of verſe, which commonly is handled two 
m anner waies,that is to ſay,befoze the wozke,and in the wozke. Be · 
toze the wozke, are, the Title the Canle,the Intention. The Title, 
in which is aſked, whole it is, The Cauſe from whence it role, and ſo; 
whet cauſe chiefly the Poet toe fhis in hand to waite. The Jnfen- 
tion, in the which is knowne his datft; x whereabout the Poet goeth, 
In the wozke thzce things are marked, the Number, the Oꝛder, the 
Explanation, Although therefoze by falſification, many wozkes are 
carried abꝛoad vnder other mens names, as the Tragedy of I kicſtcs 
made by this Poet, which Varrus (etfozth foz his ewne, emany (ach 
like: yet we cannot doubt but that cleerly the Bucolicks are Virgils, 
eſpecially ſince the Poet, doubting ſome ſuch matter, both in the be 
ginning of the Aczcidos , and in another place,witnefleth that they 
are his, ſaping: 
Ithat my ſlender Oten pipe in verſe was wont to ſound. Likewiſe 
I that rimes of ſhepheards ſung,and rafh in tender yeares, 
Thee Tytirus, &c. 

Chat they be fitly termed Bucolickes, and ſo accounted, ii nothing 
elfs declared, vet this might be pꝛole luſficient. that in Theocritus 
they be called by the ſame name. But we muſt ſhew alls ſome reaſon, 
There be tb2&kindes of ſhepheards that are famous in Bucolickes. 
Mhereol the vilcſt ſoꝛt are termed Cpriry, 02 Goatheardes. The 
Opilones, oz (Fephearves are next ot dignitie : but ide Bubulci, oz 
Cowheards are the beſt and cyicfeſt. Uhereoftherefoze was it moſt 
conuentent,that the ſhepheards verſe ſhould be named, but ot that de- 
gre which is found molt cxcettent amongſt ſhephearys ? 

The cauſe may be two waies conſidered, ofthe beginning of the 
verſe,and ofthe minde ol the wziter. Dl the beginning, and — 
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nall ofthe Bucolick verſs:aiuers haue afſigned divers cauſes. There 
are ſome that lap, this kinde of verſe was firſt inſtitutes to Diana, 
by the of Lacedemonie ," when thibagh-« occafion of 
warre, which at that time the Perſians made vpon all Freece;the vir⸗ 
gins could not doe ſatriſics accoading fo their cuſtome. Oiders lows 
lay, that the ſame of verſe was made to DianabpOrettes, 
when he wandzed Lor ever they ou op, this is 
molt certains, that the Bucolicke vetle toke beginning of great anti- 
quifie , when men ledde onely chephrardes liues, and therefo;e 
the @mplicitis of ſuch per s doth cepzelent a ſhewe ol the gol- 
ven wozlde. Wherefozo-V 1rg1l begunne very commendably with 
thoſe verſes, as it were, with that life, whichwas ir in the earth, 
Foz afterwarde the fieldes were tilled , and laſt of alt, fes earable 
and fertile grounde : contention roſe, and warres enſaed-, which 
Virgil, that her would erpzeſſe, ſang firff of ſhepheardes , next of 
ÞPuſbandmen , and lad of Warriours. 3 t remainethuowthat we 
conſider, what cauſe moued the Wort plies the Bucohcks. 
Either he was entiſed by the lweetneſſe, to haue Theocricus verſe in 
admiration ,, dg elle los o2ders ſake hm ſought to cxp3elle the. life ar 
man, as we hane ſaid beſoze, ©) rathorthat Virgil would ſet fozty 
the then kindes of Elocution, which the Greehes call Caraclers, 
Iſchnon, that is,lowe: Adron, which is loſtit: Meſon, that is þ mean 
aa middle. Uherefoze being likely that he which was right cunniag 
in all the kindes, endited his Bucolickes in the firſt, the Georgickes 
in the ſecond, andthe Acnejdos inthe third, Dzthersfoze it is io be 
ſappoled he w2vte the Bucolickes ficlk, is the intent in that kinde of 
verle which is moze fre and rougb then the ret, he might take oppoz- 
tunitie to currie the Eqpperours faucur,and to recoucr his land, which 
he had loſt foz this cauſe. The third day ofthe Ides of arch, whe C. 
Cæſar was ſlaine. and the old ſoaldiers had taken bp Aoguſtns Cx- 
fr,being but achilde,fo.ve their captaine, the ſeuate not much re pug- 
ning again if, 8 cigill war xiũing thereof, the Cremonenſes with o⸗ 
ther of the ſame faction, aived the aduerſaries dt Auguſtus Cælar. 
Wherby it came te paſſe that whe Auguſtus hadthe bictozp he com- 
mandedthat the c la ſouldiers ſhould be bzonght into the Cremonen- 
ſes fitldes, ta dtuide, and peileſſe them. And when their lieldes wers 
not ſutticient fo2 them all , their neighbours the Mantuans, among 


whom was: Virgil hot great part ol their landes, becaule (he lay 
nears 
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neare vntothe Cremogenſet. But Virgil, pꝛeſuming on the familia- 


ritie which he had with Augultus, and on his owne verſes,darſt re- 


ſiſt Arius the Centurian. Ye traikwaies like a ſouldier, put bis hand 
to his lwozd. And when Virgil bad betake himſelle to flight. de leſt 
not following him, vntill Virgil had caſt himſelfe into a riuer, and 
lo eſcaped. But afterward thzongh the fauaur of Net cenas, ( Pollio 
and Auguſtus himſelte.he was teſtoꝛed to his lands. The intention 
ofthe bake which the Grecians call Scopus, ts grounded of the tmi- 
tatiomof Fheocritus the Poet, who was both a Sicilian and a Sira- 
cuſtan, Che intention allo is to be reduced inthe pzatſe of Cæſ, and 
s ther pꝛinces t noble men, vy whoſe means he was b2ought again in⸗ 
to his fozmer ſeat iuing. TWherby that the end might containe both 
delectation,and pꝛolit: he did all thing aetozding to oꝛder and pꝛecept. 

Chis queſtion is ſometime alked, why he wꝛote no moe then ten 
Ecloges,which will be no maruel vnto him that thal waigh the anti · 
quitte ofthe paſtoʒall Scenes, whirh cannot be ffretched beyond this 
number, and fince this Poet moze circumſpec then Theocritus, as 
the matter it ſelfe declareth,ſeemeth to doubt leaſt that Ecloge which 
is intituled Pollio, will not apptare ruſtick like enough, which he be- 
giuneth after this maner ſaying: | 

Sicitian Muſes, of things ſumdeale greater let vs ſing. 

And ſv likewiſe doth he in other twaine. And this we fozetell fo ba 
obſerned in all the Bucelickes of Virgil, that they are neither wholy 
| beffituts of figures, neither altogither full of figures, that is to ſap, Al- 
lagories. Theſe things areſcarcotobcgraunted vnto Virg1!,fo; the 
Vie of Cæſar, and to recauer his landes, ſince Theocritus, whom 

irgil fought by all indruour to imitate : wꝛote altogither plainety 
and fimply, < 

As touching luch things as accuſtomably are handled in the verke 
are theſe: Aumber. Oder, Explanation. The number of the Eclogs 
is apparant,fsz there are Ten, of which, ſeuen are thought 
to delerue the name ol Bucolickes. Foz the laſt thꝛet ought nat to be 
called Bucolickes, namely Pollio, Silenus, and Gallus. The firſt 
therefoze containeih publique complaint, and a pꝛiuate fhankeſg(- 
ning ſoꝛ land, and is cailed Tityrus. The ſecond, the lone of a boy, 
and is termed Alixis, The third, a contention of Shepheards,and is 
called Paloeman. Che fourth, Genethliacum, and is named Pollio. 
Che firt, Epitaphium, and is termed Daphnis. The — 
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phofis, and is called, Varus and Cilenus. The ſcuenth Phar maceu. 
tria. {ye eighth, the loues of diners ſexes, and is named Damon. L 
ninth containeth a complaint ſor his loſt landes, and is termed Aiæ- 
ris The tenth, the deſire of Gallus, and is calltd Glut. As touching 
the oꝛder of them, we muſt vnderſtand this, that one ly in the firft ans 
laſt Eglogues the Poet wan ke pe due oder: foz in ihe one hee be · 
gan, as he witnefſcthinthe Grorgikes: 

O Tiiyrus, of thee I ſang under the hroad Beech tree. 

In the sther be ſhewelh the tude, when he ſaith : 

This finall trauell mine, grant Aretl uſa vnto mee. 

But amongſi te Eglogues, that there is no ſhepheardly oꝛ pꝛe 
ſcript oꝛotr obſerved, it is moſt certaine. Wheecfoze there are ſome 
that lay, the Bucolilces begin not at Tit rus but: 

Our Muſe ia Syracufſan verſe vouchſafed fiſt to play. 

There remainelhj now explanation, vnto which befoze we come, 
J muſt admonich this, that the verſc of a Bucolike is hut a Nender 
verſe, ann ſo farce differing from the ſtile ofthe Heroike, that this 
kinde of verſe hath his peculiar dinifion, and ruttings , and isdiſtin- 
guiſhed by his own- proper lau es. So; ſince a verſe is pzoved by 
tbz& things; cutting, ſcanning, and turing, it is no Buceldte verle, 
vnleſle the firſt foote do contame a full part of the ſenſe, and the 
third foote be Tractæus, and a cu ting, andthe third being ral her a 
Dactile than a Sp: ndeus: cor ſiaiſh a parte llot ſenſe, the fit & ſixt 
fecte conſiſt of w words, Which being obſtruce by Theccti- 
tus, pet wearicd at lengig chꝛough diſticultie ofthe woꝛke, he pealt ned 
if, and ogelp in the begining u is vacettaine wh: ther deligence, 02 
chance bid kæpc igt le cutungs.

. dies, 
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dies, and Comedies are, Foz Dran in Orake, ſignifiethtor@. In 
which kinde, fic Jnyrus wos wzilten, tten next, Quo te Mœri. Oz 
eile Enerratiſiue, tohich the Srœkes call Die ge maticon, in which the 
Poet himſclfe ſpeaketh without interp2etation of petſon, 8 tbe firſt 
thzix bokes of Georvikes, Likewiſe Lucretius Werfes, Either elſe 
commune, and mixt, which the Ererkes doe fearme MiRon where 
both the Poet himſelle doth ſpeake, and perſons ukewile are bzought 
in, ſuch as is the Acncidos of Virgil.

FAY N24 flee his countrey, and taking with him his Ima- 
ges and Gods, who he then worſhipt for his auouries, withdrew 
himſel fe to Sea, with his ſonne Aſcanius, and his old father Aucbi. 
Je: and family, to whom a great number of Troyans, from eueiy 
quarter reſorted, and ioyning togither, vnder him, erected a Nauy 
of twentie ſhips, and departed to ſeas, perſwaded by their Gods, 
that they ſhould come to a lande, where their kingdome ſhould 
floriſh. Firſt he arriued in Thracia, & would haue remained there, 
but vnderſtanding that young Pohdor us his couſin, was murthered 
there by the king thereof, for his golde, he forſooke that couetous 
land, after he had builded a citie called by his name Aeneas. From 
thence he ſailed into Candie, where he was ſetled a while, but he 
felt his prophecie wrong expounded, and was put from thence by 
a peſtilence. Then remembring that his auncient forefathers came 
out of Itah, and being better inſtructed by his Gods, that Ita 
ſhould be his place & kingdom appointed: he cut another courſe 
to the land of Chaonia, vt re one Helenns raigned, being his kinſ- 

man, a Troian, of whom he learned many thinges touching his 
Prophecie, and was newly refreſhed with men, armour, and trea- 
ſure. He paſſed from thence to the Ile of Sicib, and was there well 
receiued ef ing Aceflethis couſin, and there he buried his old fa- 
ther e-Ancbyes, by whic': time, ſeuen yeeres were almoſt expired.

Then having but a ſhort igurney to Italy, he went thitherwardes 


outof Sic, & hy the way was taken with an horrible tempelt and 
dien from ie extreame courſe, tothe Courirey of white 
Moores in -Frieeond 3tter extreme deſperauon, WaSHOHOU - 
rþly there enicetatuet of DO awidow, with whe m 
Lec 
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hee ĩoyned in loue, and remained till his Gods commannded him 
forth, and thence he returned in all haft into Sicil. There for his 
fatliers honour hee deuiſed games of actiuitie, and ſet forth his 
Obite or veares minde, with great folemnitie and triumph, buil- 
ding a Cine called Aceſts, where he left much of his people, and 
with the reſidue arrived in 14 at Cumu, but by the way hee loſt 
Paunnrus, his chiefe maiffer and Pilot. At Cumas that time vnder a 
gorgeous temple, Sibi the Prophetelle, inhabited deepe in the 
ground, of whom at length he obtained to be conducted to Lim» 
b, and to ſpeake with the ſoule of his father Axcbiſes, and paſſed 
with her through all the places infernall, and at laſt to the fielde: 
of bliſſe, which the Pagans toołe for their Paradice : where hee 
conferred with his father, and of him was inſtructed of all his 
predeſtinations and fortunes: but before he deſcended with Siby, 
he buried his noble Trumpeter CM/erre. At his comming vp he 
buried his Nurſe, and called that Coaſt of her name, Cateta. Ihen 
he came ſafe into Tyber with all his ſhips, and landed his people, 
and ſhortly compounded to marry Lui, the daughter ot King 
Latiaus there raigning, who before time was promiſed to King 
Teruus: vpon which occaſion aroſe war betweene the two Kings, 
wherein moſt of all Ita conſpired againſt eLexeas: but he with 
helpe ofa poore king called Cuander, and of one Tarchoncaptaine. 
ofa great people of Errwrie, who had expulſed te emu their 
king for his tyrannie, did ſo valiantly behaue himſelfe, that afier 
molt grieuous conflicts, hee flew king Turnus in combat, and wan 
the Lady and the kingdome by conqueſt. Of whole iſſue after- 
warde proceeded the greateſt Princes of the worlde, by whom 
Rome was founded, that ſometime was ruler ofvniuerſall earth, 
and yet among all Chriſtian kingdomes bearcth no little ſway of 
authoritic and dominion.

The Argument. 


When Troy was taken, Aeneas the ſonne of Anchiſes and Venus, a man endued 


with ſiugular godlineſse, and like valiancie, whileſt in the ſeucnth yeare of his 
wandring, he {ailed vpon the Tyrrhene ſea from Sicil, towards Italy, a mightie 
tempeſt being raiſed by Aeolus the king of windes at lunos requeſt; was driuen 
ta the ſhore ot Aﬀrike,where eniring on the land, he flew with bow and arrowes 
ſeuen great Stagy, & diuided them 22 to each fhip one, for ſo many ſaile he 
had gathered togither of bis diſpearſed fleete, and hai tened his ſouldiets oucr» 
wearied now with trauaile, with the hope of future reſt:mantully to endure the 
labours that were yt t ta come. in the meane while Venus pl-aJeth her ſonne 
Aeneas, and all the Troyans cauſe before Iupiter, and impute: h all thoſe calami · 
ties ynto luno: but lupiter on the other ſide, diſcloſing all the order ot the deſti- 
nies, re comfoiteth his daughter w.th hope of happy poſterity, and pↄwer of the 
Romans, wherewith Venus being well ſatisſied, meeteſh with her ſonne Aene- 
as, being ignorant of the place, an 8 * donne in the countrey, and 
ſneweth him how that hi: diſpearſed ſhips be ſafe, and telle th him that Carthage 
is not farre of, a Citie which Dido builded in that place, vherefore Aeneas by 2 
motheis means being ſhrowdedin an hollow cloud, accompanied with Achates: 
entteth into Carthage, where both he findeth his mates ſate, aud is curteouſly 
entertatued of Dido the Queene. Venus notwithſtanding not ouermuch true 
ſting to lunos entertainmenr,nor the ynconſtancy of women, laying Aſcanius a 
fleepe inthe woods of (da; addieſsed Cupid in his ſte ed, u ho amongſi imbra · 
cings, ana kiſses, priuily inſpireth the Queene with the loue of Aeneas.

Aeneas at che requeſt of Dido, declareth the deſſruction of Tray, which was after 
this maner. I he Greekes in the tenth yerge.ct their ſiege, when their force was 
quailed,and diſti uſting their owne abulitie ; fell voto crafics and ſubtilties, and 
counterfaiting a flight che night betore1he town wa: burned, bid themic lues in 
the lle ct Tenedos, leaving in the Trœians fieldes a woodden hot ie of ſuch ine . 
ſlimable bigneſse, that it could aot be receiued in at the citic gates, in whoſe 
wombe they had cacloſed che woſt valiant ſould ers of all their nobilitie. The 
Troians perſwaded partly through tbe lubtiltic ot Sinon, and partly afraide by 
Laocons puniſhment: pull downe part of their towne wall, and lo bring in ths 
horſe into their Caftle, But in the dead time of the night, the Grecians returs 
ring {rom Tencdos, ent ed into the citie tkroughthe ſame breach which was 
made to bring inthe horſe. Sinon openeih the wombe of the borſe, and letteth 
torch the armed men,who immediately ſpoile all with fire and ſworde, Whiles 
thele things were doing, Aeneas is warned in his dreame by Hector to prouide 
far himſeſte by flight, and to deliuer his country Gods from the tire. But he pres 
fertiag an honourable death before a coward y fl ght, in vaine betaketh him to 
armes, where in at the firſt alsault che Troians had the ypper hand, vntill, follow. 
ing the counſell of Chorcebus,they put on Greckiſh ai mor, and ſo one of thera 
New an other, Then Piramus pallace is beſieged and Priamus ſiaine by Pirrhus, 
Achi le: ſonne. Thus when Aeneas had aſsaied all thinges in vaine, xhen he was 
now quite out of hope, betaketh the reliques to bis father Anchiſet, and taking 
bim vp on his ſhouldere, with Aſcanins bis ſonne, and Creu!'a his wife, commite 
teth himſelſe to flicht, The Grecians follow fat alter, and in that tumult he loſt 
his wife Creuſotypon ↄccaſion to ſecke hom, xhen as he wandred about al the 
town, he met vv ith her ghoſt, vvho ceruhed him that ſhe vvas dead. He returns 
age in to his compary, vvhither as novv vvete gathered a great number of mea 
and vvomen, eadie to fclloyy him vi her tocuct he woutd carrie them.

6 The Argument. 


When Troy was vtterly ſubuerted, Aeneas hauing gathered togither in flight his 
company, that remained aſter the great fire and ſlaughter, and haning obtained 
of Atander a fleete of twentie ſaile, arriueth firſt in Thracia, Whereas, when he 
began to build a city. beir gieirified through the prodigious tokens of Polydo» 
rus that was flaine by Polymneſtor ; hee — to Delos, and there taking 
counſell of the Oracle of Apollo, and aduertiſed that he muſt goe to the lande 
from whence his aunceſlots firſt deſcended: through the falſe interpretation of 
Anchiſes his father, arriued in Creta, where hee began allo to lay the foun dati. 
ons of a citie. And being there afflifted with a great plague of peſlilẽce, was war» 
ned by his houfhold gods in his ſlee pe, that he ould leaue Creta, and go to Itas 
ly. in which icurney, by a tempeſt he was driven to the Nands bot and 
much troubled by the Harpyes, and ſhortly after arriving at Aftium,made plaics 
in the honor of Apollo. From thence he ſailed by Corcyra into Epyrus,whereas 
Heleaus the ſon of Priamus raigned, that married Andromache her the death 
of Pyrrhus.By whom he was curtcouſly entertaint d, and admoniſhed of the pe- 
rils which ke ſhould ſuftaine both by fea and land. From thence hee ſaileth to 
Terentum, & passing along by the A ſhore of Italy, arriueth on that fide that 


heth neare to the Mount Aetna, and there be teceiueth Achamznides who was 

left in the Cyclops den by Vliſses? anon from thence he heyſeth (ale, as Hele- 

nus commanded & palseth by Scylla & Carybdis. And coaſting along the fhore 

ot Sycily take ch land at Drepanus, where Anchiſes partly weakned by age, and 

partly by trauell ended his life. From thence lailing towards Italy, he was driuen 

— — by a tempeſtuous weather railed by Aeolus, as it is expreſs ed inthe 
irſt booke.

He knits him great in knobs,and in himſelfe be loldes. 
None otherwiſe, and like, with feeble ozes his ſhip did ſtare, 
Pet laile he makes with winde, and ints hauen app3ocheth cleert. 
Aeneas to Sergeſtus gaue reward of duty there, 
Reloyſing foz the ſhip, and foz the men that ſaned were. 
A woman him was ginen, a ſeruant god to weane and ſpinne, 
And ſucking boxes a paier, ol Giants kinde,her paps betwine, 
Then god Aeneas went(whan all this — bias: ) 
Into a godly fleld, that was all with gras, 
EUhom was and craoked hils on encry fivs did compaſſe round, 
And in the mids a vale there lay,and pleaſant plaine of ground, 
Where he with thonlands thicks did make fo; plaies a ſ&mely plaf, 
And in the mids ol all, in ately ſeaf,as he ſat. 
Here they that lit to run, and trie with tozce of fäfte, 
With gifts he them pzonokes, and ſets betoʒe che pꝛiſes meets. 
On enery lids they camo, both men of Troy and Sicil land, 
Eurialus and Niſus rf, 
Eurialus a ſpzingold freſh of youth, and beanty cleere, | 
And Niſus that ot all mankinde had him in lone mef ders, 
And pong Diores,ofking Priams blend a pzincely childe. 
Mhan Salius and Patron ancient ſtoches and vndefilde. 
Panopes than, and Helimus,of Sicil,ftriplings twaine, 
That hunters wert in wods,and men ol old Aceſtes fraine, 
and many moze alſo there came, whom fame invarknefle hides. 
Zo whom in mids ofall, Aeneas thus his tale dinides. 
Take this fo; eertaine truth,and in your mindes couceine it ſo, 
Not one of all this number here hal varewarded go. 
Foz darts J wil them giue, with pointed ele ul — paier, 
And wꝛought with fllger fine to beare in hand a Pollax faier.

Theſe toles thy bzother Ecix than did beare, with theſe he Kod 
Againſt fir Hercules moſt ſtrong, here pet thou ſeeſt the blood, 
And bzaines that bzoken were, thou ſeeſt how pet they bin embzewy. 
Chele weapons J ſometime(whan better bled my ftrength endewd)

And then commanded came, and ſwozd and helmet did receaue, 
and to Entellus did the Bul and fame of combat leane,

The beaſt is onerthzowne , and groueling dead on ground it quakes.

Miſenus 
body which he found on che ſhore he burneth, bis furniture and ſpoiles, he bu. 
ricth ynder the next hill, which thereof was called Milenus. Fro n thence by di. 
rection of Doues,he was brouhht to the golden bough, which being gathered, 
and hauing worſhipped and appeaſed thc intersall gods with ſlaine lacuitice: by 
conduct of Sybilla, he goeth dowa to hel, throgh the mouth of Aucraus, He tin» 
deth Palinurus wandrir g about the lake of $ T 1 X becauſe his body was vnbu · 
ee, and when Sy billa hadrefuſed to take him ouer vato the farther ſhere, which 
he requeſted; Aeneas putteth him in good comfort with exequies, and hope of 
honorable buriall. From thence. Aeneas paſꝰing ouer Stix, and caſting Cerberus 
in a ſleepe with a medicined ſop, taking his iourny through the place of Infante, 
and of ſuch as were wrong'u'ly condemned, and put to death yndelerucdly ; he 
cometh vnto the ſeats of taoſe, that through impatiencie of loue, bad ſhortened 
their owne daies, where eſpying Dido, vhen he would baue Purged himſelf ynto 
het, diſdainfully ſhe auoyded his ſi ght. Then departing thence, he came to the 
habitatiõ of tnole that were ſometime famous in v ar, where he ſaw Deiphœbus 
t ane, and rent with many wounds, and is chere by him enformed by what cruel 
and ſhamefu l me ans he came to bis deaih. Afterward, leauing Tartarus on the 
lett hand, aad being by Sibilla inſtructed in the puniſhments of the wicked, hee 
approcheth nigh the wals of P luto, & there ſticketh vp the gold bough euen in 
Queens entry, and from thence he proceedeth to the fieldes of the hit fred, and 
is by Muſæus brought vnto his father.

Aeneas burieth Caieta his nurſe, and calleth the place Caieta, hy her name. From 
thence he paſſeth by the ſea of Citces, & by proſperous winde is brought tothe 
mouth of Tiber, and driuen with a contrary ſtreame, he arriueth on the coaſt of 
Laureotum.And vnderſtandivg there by Aſc mius wor ds, that the ſame was the 
land that was predeſtinate vnto him: hee ſendeth yato king Latinus that ruled 
thoſe quattets. an hundred orat ots, vhich ſhould both cary gitts vato him ia his 
name, and tequeſt a pl ice wherein to build a citie. King Latinus geatly hearing 
ther e nbaſsage, ouer & beſides their requeſt, voluntarily offeth ynte Aeneas 
his daughter Lauinia to wite,whom by the propheſie of his father Faunus, & the 
anſwer of his ſooth(aiers,he was commanded to beſtew vpon a traunger, This 
while Iunp diſpleaſe 1 wich the pro perous ſucces ofthe Troians, callech Alecto 
out of hell to diſturb this peace. Who lirſt earageth with her fury Amata,kin 
Latinus wife, & Turnus alſo. Thea, turning her ſelf to the Troyan youth, whic 
then happily was huſied in = rs. HO ynto their hãds a tame ſtag vvhich 
was 9 amõg Tircheus.the kings heardmans childrẽ. Whom vvhẽ 
Alcanius had vvounded vvich an arrovy, the huzbandmea beraking thEſclues to 
vveapõ, ſet yponthe Troians.

The Argument.

Whereat Aeneas 
moued, & diſtruſting the ſma nes of tus power, is ad moniſhed by Tibcrinus, & 
brought yp along the river into chat place where Rome was afterward bun ded, 
and there ES aid of king Euander, who flying forth of Arcadia, founded 
acitie ypon the hill Palatin us, called Palenteum. When Euander ynderftood the 
cauſe of Aeneas comming, be cutteouſſy receiueth him ioro his houſe, and ta» 
king him with him vnt & {ac:ifice & ſolemnities ot Hercules, wherein he was 
then buſie, ſheweth him the cauſe, aud the maner of the ſacrifiee, and reciteth to 
his geſt the names ot the chi: feſt p aces in thoſe quarters. The next day Acne» 
as being aided with foure huadred horſemen, whom Pallas Euanders oncly ſon 
did goue rn, the one part ot the power he ſendeth vnto his mẽ down the ſtreame, 
himiſelf with the reſidue goeth to Agylla, the moſt flouriſhing citie of Tyrrbeus, 
who bare deadly hatred againit Mezentius, whom for his intollerable cr ueltie,

{cens, and yalanily reuenged Eurialus death. being ſtroↄke through with many 
a mortal — done dead vpon his friends bedy. Their heads are car.

Aeneas is che rewith pleaſed , and with ſolemne othes 
on both ſides they wake the league, whichTuturna through perſwafion of Juno 
io the ſhape of Camertes,diſturbeth. Firſt of all, Tolumnius the Soothſater, hat 
by a falſe ſheꝶ prophecied victorie to his fide : ſtriketh through with a dart one 
ot Gilippus ſ-ancs, Aeneas likewile, ſeeking meanes to appeate the tumult , ip 
wourided by an arrow,yncertaine by whom it was ſhot,& is conſtrai ied to leaue 
the batte! Which Turuus vnderſſanding, ſuppoſing he had gotten a great oc. 
caſion ot good ſucceſſe, maketh great ſlaughter on his toes « Venus cureth her 
lonne with Dittany of Ida. Aeneas amen ded, commeth againe fortb and reſcu · 
eth his mates, and namely calleth for Turnus in fight. But Turnus ſtill withdraw. 
ing himſelle, for luturna his ſiſter in ſhape of Metiſcus the wagoner, carrying 
him alwaies afide,wou'd not ſuffer him meet with Aeneas in battel) he detei mi. 
neth to heſiege the towne, & leading his army neare to the walls, caſlech tire y 

to the Tuirets, & houſes, The Amara fuppoſicg that Turnus vis flaine,throug 
exireame ſorrow hangeth her ſelfe. Thele things being told vnto Turaus by Sa- 
ges, {ecivg that he muſt needes fight, or ſuffer his confederate towne come into 
his ene mies hands before his fact, voluntarily prouokerhAeneaꝭ tothe chmbat 
according to the tenure ol the league.

do ſoone 2s Aeneas had Aint Turnus, the Rutiliats fubmitting themſelues age re- 
ceiued 1010 the mercy ot the Conquerour,, not without deſeruedreproches tor 
re/itiing the providence of the gods, concerning his arrualland (ethiog in Italy. 
Then Acres talieth Val as hielt rom about Turnus, which was partly the cauſe 
that he New hin de termin a to ſend it for a token ta king Ruanget. After this, 
honour being dulj pertorn;egto luch as were ſla ne in git, At neat CONgratue 
lateth to his ton e luſus arid mates, their n and quiet prace pure 
cliaſed at laſt, aſter {2m any tene ſts and tioubſes Bat king Latinus he ail 
the death of Tutaus, vic con utati an of the fond enticements ot — 
vncettamty ot honour and kng)y eſtate ſendeth tbe dead body vnto Daupus his 
taher,who rot purifully lamentech the raſhnelge & kapleſſe ſucceſse cf his ton, 
25 la the deſtruction ot his c ty Ardea, which bring contamed with fire, is trat d. 
timed into a bird of tHat hame. Immediarely Launus leadeth Cratours vnto 
Aeneas, Drances being chicte,who alter diſconamendation of Turnus whom he 
hated, and the excule ot king Larinus c:cnchiog the bre ich of cout nauts, deſiretł 
him into the citie and pallace, where with great ſolemnitie Latius coupleth vn. 
to him io mati iage Lauinia his daughtet, and onely childe, both Troiars and Ita. 
lions much rei yorg at this league of amity. Shortly after, Aeneas Buildech a di- 
ue, hich by the c uile ht his mother Venus, he calleth after his wives name: and 
hing Latinus dying, he lucceedeth him in the crowac and goucryment, And 
when he had rc:gacd ful three ycates, his mother Venus clenſing hi n ttom cone 
tagion ot mortaluy in the t᷑ſuet Numicius neare Laureatam , ſhee cartie th hun 
vp into heauen, and ti anſlatech him into the number of the flatres. 


Hen Turnus in this final fight downe thzowne, his 
Wa flittring ghoſt 
bad veeled vp into the aire, in midſt of all the hoſt

They earſt which lou d their foiled guide, to him that did pꝛeuaile 
Submit themſelues,4 thogh great griefe their harts no doubt pofleſle, 
Do willingly yeld vp themſelues as lubii qs naithelc ſle: 
The Runs ſo, thougd ſozrowes great their hearts did then mole, 
Mh2ough feare of thus their captaine flaine,in mind did then pꝛoteſl. 
{he victoar ar mes foz fo purlue,and T ro1an Duke abey, 
And leagues to craue, and peace eterne from wars fo; to enjoy. 

On Turnus cozps Aeneas fitting then, thus mildely ſpake 
What ſurie great fron: modeſty thy miade ſo madly bzake, 
That T roians by the beaſts of gods, and dome of Ioue un hie, 
Arriaing here, thou wooulo£ not let to dwel in Italie, 
O Turnus, bat in vaine from pzom(d houſes wouldſt expel? 
Learne Ioue to teate and what the gods do well, to like that wel. The puniſh- 
Fo; mighty Ioue in wzath wil burne, and what thing wozthy blame ment of 
Is done, the gods wil not loꝛget fo2 to reuenge the ſame. panknes 
Loe here the end of all thy rage, whereby gainſt faith and right 
Diſturbing leagues,the T ro1an bands thou didſt pzouoke to fight. 
Loe here the final dap,which vnto ſuch as (hal be bozne 
In time hereafter may a mirrour be, not Ioue to ſkozne 
Chat then pꝛelume in vaine, and hateful bꝛoiles of wars to bza&de. 
But in thine armour now teiopce: A noble cozps indeeve 
Here Turnus dead thou lieſt, but yet Lavinia coſt the deare. 
Ne lhame that with Aeneas hand yſlaine thos lieſt here. 
Now Rutils yence canuaꝝ pour Lozd, his armour, and the man 
I tranckly pelo, doe honours to the dead the beſt ye can. 
As fozthe weighty beſt, which vnto Pallas did belong, 
To king Euander wil I ſens, that comfozt great among 
Foz death ol foes he may conceiue, and 1 foz Turnus llaine, 
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And peu Auſonians theſe things repoſe in mindful bzatne, 
PPencefozth to learne ſome tofter cauſe ofbattotile to enlue. 
By ſtarres J ſweare, that neuer ſteld no armes J did purſae 
In willieg mind, but fozced fozth though this pour frantick mode, 
With T ro1on ftrength pour headlong fozce at wiſh 4 wil withſi@de. 
Aeneas (aid no moze but to the loity walls with cheare 
Bis ſteps did turne, and to the i roian houſes dzew himneare. 
Vim aſter all the troupe of Phrigian youth teioyting trace, 
and wighttul ſte22s with fozce of nimble fate pꝛickt fozth apace: 
Nepzouing ſoze the Latines all by daſtards loathſome name, 
MUith ſhouts and noiſes great, that ap2e aud lkies reſound the ſame. 
And thoug the bodies pet vatombde to burne with great deſire 
Mithia bis minde doth tile, and dis dead mates to waſts with fire: 
Aencas pet tevoluing greater matters in his bactt, 
To peel? the gods their hanours fi ſt, right due be demd it bett. 
Then Pcifers fat, as countries guile bath taught fozthwith they kil, 
And hogges they caſt on beapes, and ſhæ pe they dne the temples til, 
And trampled earth with ſtre ams of blo? ſhed fozth they purple ain, 
And intraiſcs fozth they pluck t ſtom the flock their ſelles they ſtrain, 
And coꝛpſes ſoꝛth they cut, and bꝛoches lay to teuſt at fire, 
Then wine in bowles they fozth doe fil, as cuſtome doth reguire. 
am gifts to Bacchus vp doe heape, and with ful cups adoze

Tyen inthe houles ſhoutings loud they make and Iouc betwene

All tired now and caſting ſundzy chances in his bzeſt. 
Ngo after that he heard the mone encreaſe with mourncfalque@, 
And Turnus with a mighty wound pſlaine did there behold, 
His tcarcs he could not tap, but meckelp all the troupe controld. 
And with his hands and ſpæches (ad deep? ſilence did command, 
And like as when the foming boare with tuſkes fierce fozth that ſtand, 
Some noble hound the chiete of all the kennel, thzough bath Cacke, 
Che backing crew doth backe retire,viſmard with dead ful lucke, 
And thꝛonging thicke about (heir maiſfer round,do make their mone, 
And houlings great ſend fozti with dead and griefe commirt at ons.

There 
art ſome that ſay, this kinde of verſe was firſt inſlitafed to Diana, 
by the es 'of Lacedemonis , when though occefion of 
warts, which at that time the Perſians made bpon all Crerce,the vice 
gins could not noe ſacrifice accozding to their tuſtome. Ochers ſows 
fay , that the ſame kinde ot verſe was made fo Diana by Oreſtes, 
when he Wandzed about Sic, Mhat cuer they all ſay, this (s 
molt certaine,that the Bucolicke verſe toe beginning of gte at ariti- 
quitie , when men ledde onely Chepheardes lives , ond therefo:e 
the Kmplicitie of inch perſonages doth repzeſent a ſhewe of the gol 
den wozive. Wherefoze Virgil begunne very commendably with 
thole verſes, as it were, with that lite, which was firſt in rhe earth. 
Foz afterwarde the fleldes were tilled , and laſt of all, fo; earable 
and fertile grounds: confention roſe , and warres enſaed , which 
Virgil, that dee would erpzelle , lang firft of ſhepheardes , next of
